When the 
engines finally were shut off, there 
was in her tanks.enough gasoline to 
carry her onward for a maximum 
of three hours, according to the of- 
ficers. 

Ship In Good Condition. 

In all respects, they said, she was 
in perfect condition. She had made 
a journey of 3130 sea miles, accord- 
ing to Gen. E. M. Maitland, repre 
senting the Air Ministry. aboard. 
Maj. Scott, commanding, roughly set 
the distance at 3200 miles. Taking 
into consideration the various de- 
viations from the course and the 
actual “air milies’’ lost, she had cov- 
ered, it is estimated 5634 miles. 

Across the Atlantic in the com- 
paratively commodious quarters of 
the dirigible there came a crew of 
30 men, a cat and a stowaway. They 
had done what neither men nor 
cats had done before, but a few 
later no one would have 
guessed much from viewing or 
talking to the men.

These men had landed from the 
dirigible somewhat haggard for want 
of sleep and anxiety: unshaved, and 
in their working clothes, which are 
not pretty.

Bag Raised During Night. 

In order to relieve the 400 soldiers 
of the Seventh United States Balloon 
Company, who were straining at the 
anchor ropes of the R-34 during an 
electrical and wind storm last night, 
the big bag was raised to obviate the 
cCanger of damage from wind. WDur- 
ing this operation a rope releasing 
water ballast from an aft compart- 
ment was released by aceident and 
the rear of the bag shot up into the 
air an altitude of 400 feet, while 
he: 200 feet above the 
field remained in ‘this 
position throughout the night and 
caused Maj. Scott to return the 
field early today to distribute the wa- 
ter ballast in the bag to bring her to 
an even keel again. Adjustments of 
the ballast had to be accomplished 
before the heat of the sun caused the 
gas in the bag to expand 

Members of the crew explained 
that the failure of the R-34 to re- 
ceive proper weather reports caused 
her to run into two storms off New- 
foundland. The weather reports 
picked up were from the vicinity of 
the Azores Islands, while those from 
the North Atlantic region were very 
meager. With reports telling of the 
storm area some 200 miles north by 
northeast of Newfoundland the R-34, 
it was said, would have altered her 
course the north of the circle of 
wind and proceeded over Northern 
Newfoundland and the Nova Scotia 
coast and thereby would have avoid- 
ed the storm between Newfoundland 
and Nova Scotia.
